King George VI today tinveiled 2 memorial statue 
: to his-‘father, the late King George V, Britain's

Looking over the pillat’s 
shoulder you hear him talking 
on the radio with a GCA opera- 
tor who hna located him exact- 
ly 30 miles from hia field. The 
GCA operator wells the pilot 
exactly where he ia and directa 
him, minute by minute, to the 
alrport’a approach zone. 

When he is within 10 miles 
of the field the pilot elects to 
use ILS. That fa, he feels 
that it fa his responsibility to 
land the plane. He informs 
the GCA radar man of this and 
proceeds to fly by the ILS 
needles before him. * 

With either ILS or GCA he 
will know just how far he is 
from the runway and if he ts 
at the correct altitude, While 
he files the ILS needles, which 
Keep him on course and at a 
slowly descending altitude, the 
GCA radar man on the ground
